Muasher  on  September  7,  emphasizing  our  expectations  for 
improved  leadership,  management,  and  the  proper  vetting  of 
Jordanian  officers  participating  in  the  peacekeeping  mission 
in  Kosovo.  Charge  also  highlighted  the  request  for  periodic 
reports  providing  evidence  of  the  GO J ' s efforts  to  meet  these 
requirements.  Muasher  was  very  grateful  to  hear  of  our 
revised  position  and  offered  Jordan's  cooperation  in  meeting 
these  requests.
